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To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Rugby 

Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

I  herewith  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  inhabitants, 
the  vital  statistics  relating  to  the  population  and  the  sanitary  circumstances 
and  other  matters  affecting,  or  likely  to  affect,  the  well-being  of  the  people. 

A  feature  of  the  statistical  section  of  the  report  is  the  estimated 
population  for  mid  1959 — an  increase  of  920  over  1958  and  the  highest 
annual  increase  for  10  years.  In  addition  to  this,  the  number  of  live 
births,  883,  was  the  second  highest  recorded  number  in  the  history  of  the 
Borough.  Of  the  883  recorded  births  37  were  illegitimate— i.e.  1  in  every 
24  births.  Deaths  totalled  522.  The  natural  increase  in  population 
(i.e.  number  by  which  births  exceed  deaths)  was  361.  This  figure  viewed 
alongside  the  increased  total  population  indicates  a  considerable 
immigration  of  persons  to  the  town  during  1959. 

Fifty  per  cent  of  all  deaths  were  due  to  lesions  of  the  heart  and  of  the 
circulatory  system.  Total  cancer  deaths  increased  by  3;  deaths  due  to 
motor  vehicle  accidents  totalled  6  (compared  with  4  in  1958)  and  there 
were  6  deaths  by  suicide.  In  the  realm  of  infectious  diseases,  the  only 
fatal  disease  was  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  accounting  for  4  male  deaths. 
There  was  an  increase  in  infant  mortality  from  8-61  to  14-72  per  1,000  live 
births  (13  deaths  in  1959  compared  with  7  in  1958)  but  three-quarters  of 
these  deaths  were  due  to  prematurity  and/or  birth  injury.  These  deaths 
do  not  occur  through  lack  of  care  of  the  expectant  mothers — facilities  for 
ante-natal  care  are  available  to  every  mother  through  the  family  doctor, 
the  hospital  obstetric  unit  and  the  midwifery  service,  and  although  the 
midwifery  services  is  at  times  strained,  it  has  not  been  inadequate  for  the 
calls  made  on  it. 

Of  infectious  diseases,  there  was  no  serious  disease  prevalent.  In 
January,  February  and  March,  there  was  a  large  number  of  measles  cases. 
There  were  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis.  Immunisation  against  this  disease 
was  carried  out  on  a  vast  scale  during  the  year — especially  so  during  the 
early  months.  A  pleasing  feature  was  the  acceptance  by  the  younger 
members  of  the  population  of  this  means  of  protection  against  such  a 
crippling  disease.  Persons  up  to  40  years  of  age  are  now  eligible  to 
receive  Polio  protection,  and  it  is  hoped  that  advantage  will  be  taken  of  it. 

In  the  held  of  environmental  hygiene  the  disposal  of  sewage  has 
again  come  to  the  forefront.  The  tremendous  housing  development  in 
the  Hillmorton  area  has  meant  a  greatly  increased  load  on  the  Hillmorton 
sewage  works,  with  consequent  ill  effects  on  the  Clifton  Brook.  Con¬ 
siderable  enlargement  and  modification  of  those  works  would  be  necessary 
to  produce  a  satisfactory  effluent,  and  bearing  in  mind  the  site  of  the  exist¬ 
ing  works,  it  does  not  seem  desirable  to  carry  out  such  modifications  in 
size  and  design  near  the  ever  increasing  housing  development.  Bearing 
this  in  mind,  the  centralisations  of  sewage  disposal  would  appear  to  be 
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the  ultimate  solution,  and  to  carry  this  out  now  may  prevent  nuisance  and 
possible  additional  works  at  Hillmorton  in  years  to  come.  Newbold 
works  continue  to  operate  satisfactorily — but  the  increasing  consumption 
of  water  is  increasing  the  load,  and  it  is  obvious  that  additional  capacity 
will  be  necessary  there  in  the  near  future.  To  combine  Newbold  sewage 
works  with  Hillmorton,  when  expenditure  is  visualised  on  both,  seems 
most  opportune. 

The  personal  health  services,  which  are  under  the  control  of  the 
County  Council,  continue  to  expand,  and  provide  the  inhabitants  with 
many  services  which  add  to  joy  of  their  home  life.  In  this  respect  I  think 
the  Domestic  Help  Service  has  contributed  a  great  deal,  especially  to  the 
older  members  of  the  community.  Much  credit  is  due  to  the  Organiser 
and  her  many  ‘helps’  for  the  work  they  do  amongst  the  people — their  joint 
effort,  along  with  the  Housing  Committee  (in  providing  new  bungalows 
and  flats),  have  meant  much  joy  to  the  ‘old  folks’. 

The  details  provided  in  Section  E  by  Mr.  Bartlett,  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector,  deserve  special  study.  Decontrol  of  animal  slaughter 
commenced  in  1955,  and  now,  in  1960,  the  throughput  at  the  Borough 
Slaughterhouse  is  almost  trebled.  It  is  increasingly  obvious,  and  the 
above  figures  support  the  view,  expressed  in  the  Annual  Reports  within 
the  past  few  years,  that  a  new  slaughterhouse  is  essential.  It  is  essential 
in  that  the  present  premises  are  too  small,  and  lacking  in  many  features 
considered  necessary  and  provided  in  modern  structures.  It  is  pleasing 
to  record  that  the  Council  have  this  matter  under  active  consideration 
and  I  am  sure  that  its  erection  would  be  welcomed  as  a  necessity  long  over¬ 
due,  especially  by  the  personnel  who  have  to  work  there,  the  slaughtermen 
and  the  meat  inspectors.  The  amount  of  meat  inspection  carried  out  by 
the  inspectors  has  been  an  exceedingly  heavy  task,  and  great  credit  is  due 
to  them.  “All  animals  slaughtered  were  inspected”,  conveys  somewhat 
inadequately,  some  indication  of  their  enormous  task. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  staff  working  in  the  Health  Department 
particularly  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  Bartlett,  whose 
assistance  in  all  matters  relating  to  health  within  the  Borough  has  been 
invaluable,  and  to  my  Chief  Clerk,  A.  J.  Newitt,  my  sincere  thanks  for 
all  help  at  all  times.  I  am  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and  support  in  all  health  matters.

Comparability  factors  for  births  and  deaths  are  supplied  to  each 
district  by  the  Registrar  General.  These  take  into  account  the  varying 
age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  population  in  different  parts  of  the  country 
and  they  are  applied  to  the  local  rates  in  order  that  more  accurate  com¬ 
parisons  may  be  made  between  different  areas. 


Population 

The  population  of  the  Borough  continues  to  increase  and  the  mid-year 
estimate  was  49,390.  The  increase  of  920  over  the  figure  for  the  previous 
year  is  the  highest  for  10  years.  The  natural  increase,  the  excess  of 
births  over  deaths  was  361. 


Births 

The  total  number  of  births  during  1959  was  almost  a  record.  The 
total  assigned  to  the  Borough  was  883  and  only  in  one  year  has  this  figure 
been  exceeded— in  1945  when  there  were  885  births.  There  were  37 
illegitimate  births  during  the  year,  2  more  than  in  1958,  representing  4T  % 
of  the  total  births  in  the  Borough.

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SECTION  B 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

Laboratory  Facilities 

The  bacteriological  examination  of  water,  milk,  food  and  ice  cream 
samples,  and  of  specimens  taken  in  connection  with  cases  of  notifiable 
diseases  are  undertaken  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service. 

This  service  is  directed  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  on  behalf 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  the  laboratory  for  this  area  is  situated  at 
the  Coventry  and  Warwickshire  Hospital,  Stoney  Stanton  Road,  Coventry. 
My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Medical  Director  of  the  Laboratory,  Dr. 
J.  E.  M.  Whitehead,  for  his  co-operation  throughout  the  year. 

The  chemical  analysis  of  water  and  sewage  samples  submitted  by  the 
Borough  Surveyor  cannot  be  undertaken  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
and  these  samples  are  sent  to  the  Counties  Public  Health  Laboratories, 
London,  for  examination. 


Local  Health  Authority  Services 

The  services  provided  by  the  Warwickshire  County  Council  under 
the  National  Health  Service  Acts,  with  the  exception  of  ambulance  and 
mental  health  services,  are  administered  locally  on  a  day-to-day  basis 
and  functioned  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year.  The  Borough  and 
Rugby  Rural  District  combine  to  form  the  Eastern  Area  of  the  County 
for  this  purpose.

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Care  and  After  Care  Service 

Certain  items  of  nursing  equipment  are  available  on  free  loan  during 
periods  of  illness  and  convalescence.  Applications  should  be  made  to  the 
District  Nurse  or  to  this  office. 

Admission  to  a  Convalescent  Home  following  illness  can  also  be 
arranged  through  the  County  Council's  scheme.  This  is  free  for  school 
children  but  adults  are  asked  to  contribute  in  accordance  with  their 
financial  circumstances.  All  applications  which  must  be  accompanied 
by  a  request  from  the  applicant’s  own  medical  practitioner  should  be  made 
to  this  office. 


National  Assistance  Act,  1948 

One  case  occurred  during  the  year  when  it  was  necessary  to  apply  to 
Court  for  a  removal  order  under  the  terms  of  the  National  Assistance 
Act,  1948.  This  particular  instance  concerned  an  elderly  woman  who 
had  been  living  in  insanitary  conditions  for  a  number  of  years  and  despite 
every  effort  by  members  of  the  Department  and  the  domestic  help  and 
nursing  staff,  her  condition  had  deteriorated  to  such  an  extent  that  her 
compulsory  removal  to  hospital  was  the  only  solution. 
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SECTION  C. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Water  Supply 

The  total  quantities  obtained  from  the  several  sources  of  supply 
during  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1959,  were  as  follows: —

The  scheme  for  deepening  Stanford  Reservoir  which  was  completed 
during  the  previous  year,  thereby  providing  additional  water  resources, 
was  of  great  value  during  the  dry  period  of  1959. 

The  total  quantity  of  water  supplied,  1,113,090,000  gallons  was 
27,470,000  gallons  more  than  in  the  previous  year. 

The  whole  of  the  Borough,  with  the  exception  of  15  houses,  is  supplied 
with  water  from  the  public  mains,  with  47  houses  taking  a  supply  from 
standpipes. 

The  resident  attendant  at  Stanford  Reservoir  makes  regular  inspec¬ 
tions  of  the  whole  of  the  catchment  area,  and  permission  to  enter  the 
Reservoir  grounds  is  restricted. 

Bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses  have  been  made  at  regular 
intervals  during  the  year  to  determine  the  quality  of  the  supply  and  to 
ensure  that  the  standard  is  maintained. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  main  sewage  disposal  works  is  situated  at  Newbold,  where  the 
dry  weather  flow  is  estimated  to  be  2,100,000  gallons.  At  the  second 
works  in  Hillmorton,  the  flow  is  372,400  gallons.  Treatment  at  both 
works  consists  of  settling  tanks,  percolating  filters,  followed  by  humus 
tanks  with  some  land  irrigation.  Practically  the  whole  of  the  Borough 
is  drained  to  the  public  sewerage  system,  and  in  most  cases  the  foul  and 
surface  water  systems  are  separate  or  partially  separate. 

Samples  were  taken  at  various  stages  of  treatment  from  both  works 
at  intervals  throughout  the  year.  The  analyses  of  the  final  effluent  at  the 
Main  Works  gave  results  within  the  Royal  Commission’s  standard.  A 
scheme  for  the  improvement  of  the  Hillmorton  Works  is  being  prepared. 
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Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  system  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal  comes  under  the  direction 
of  the  Borough  Surveyor.  Collections  are  made  approximately  every 
seven  days,  and  disposal  is  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  at  a  point 
on  the  outskirts  of  the  Borough.  The  use  of  Gammexane  dust  spread 
over  the  tipping  face  has  achieved  control  over  fly  breeding  and  crickets. 

Scavenging 

Two  mechanical  sweepers  are  used  for  all  carriageways  in  the  built-up 
portion  of  the  Borough,  and  21  street  scavengers  are  employed  to  deal 
with  footpaths  and  the  general  cleanliness  of  the  streets. 

Street  gullies  are  cleansed  mechanically,  and  the  vehicle  is  used  both 
for  the  flushing  of  sewers  and  gulley  cleansing. 

Swimming  Pools 

The  indoor  swimming  pool  at  the  Regent  Street  Baths  has  a  capacity 
of  approximately  85,000  gallons.  The  water  is  filtered  by  a  Royles 
filtration  plant,  and  chlorinated  before  entering  the  pool.  Samples  of 
water  submitted  for  examination  at  intervals  throughout  the  year  were  all 
reported  to  be  suitable  for  swimming  bath  purposes. 

At  the  open  air  pool  in  Newbold  Road,  where  the  capacity  is  250,000 
gallons,  the  water  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  by  a  Paterson  plant.  Analyses 
of  the  water  showed  it  to  be  of  satisfactory  organic  quality  and  of  a  high 
standard  of  bacterial  purity. 

Rodent  Control 

There  has  been  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  complaints  of 
infestation  by  comparison  with  the  preceding  year,  namely  258  to  240. 

it  is  difficult  to  account  for  fluctuations  of  this  kind,  but  in  such  a 
relatively  small  area  as  the  Borough,  minor  variations  are  probably 
inevitable. 

There  can  be  no  doubt,  however,  that  the  position  would  be  very 
much  worse  but  for  the  constant  care  and  attention  given  by  Local 
Authorities  and  their  officers  to  this  matter,  and,  in  spite  of  the  different 
grant  structure  under  which  no  direct  contribution  is  received  towards 
the  cost  of  this  service,  the  community  cannot  afford  any  relaxation  of 
effort. 

Sewers.  Some  deterioration  has  taken  place  in  respect  of  sewer 
infestation,  in  that  four  takes  occurred  when  test  baiting  was  carried  out 
of  25  manholes  in  the  area  where  takes  were  last  noted.  Nonetheless  four 
takes  in  a  system  of  over  70  miles  with  upwards  of  1,200  manholes  is 
extremely  small  so  that  the  infestation  of  the  sewers  is  insignificant.  But 
again  it  is  certain  that  any  neglect  would  very  soon  result  in  a  considerable 
build  up  of  rat  population. 

Dwelling  Houses.  As  in  former  years  the  majority  of  complaints 
received  were  in  respect  of  dwelling  house  infestations,  many  of  which 
are  of  mice.  None  have  been  large  infestations,  and  all  have  been  success¬ 
fully  dealt  with,  the  service  being  given  free. 

However,  one  of  these  does  call  for  some  comment.  A  recurrent 
infestation  had  occurred  at  a  Council  House  over  a  period  of  two  years 
causing  much  concern  to  the  occupier.  All  known  probable  points  of 
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ingress  had  been  sealed,  but  on  the  receipt  of  a  further  complaint  it  was 
decided  to  carry  out  a  full  investigation.  Eventually  a  broken  drain 
three  feet  beneath  the  concrete  floor  of  the  water  closet  was  found  to  be 
the  point  at  which  admission  was  being  gained.  It  was  strange  that  there 
were  no  indications  in  the  drain  that  rats  were  present.  However,  a 
smoke  test  revealed  a  defect  some  150  feet  away  at  premises  where  there 
where  there  was  a  history  of  infestation  by  rats  which  had  been  treated 
(apparently  successfully)  by  the  occupier.  A  repair  of  the  drainage 
defects  seems  effectively  to  have  dealt  with  the  situation. 

Business  Premises.  During  the  year  54  treatments  were  carried  out 
and  costs  recovered  in  all  cases. 

Corporation  Premises.  Routine  surveys  and  treatments  have  been 
carried  out  although  more  treatments  were  necessary  this  year  there  being 
8  in  respect  of  rats  and  5  in  respect  of  mice. 

These  figures  are  highly  satisfactory  having  regard  to  the  attractive 
nature  of  the  refuse  tip  and  sewage  works. 

Verminous  Premises 

The  pests  dealt  with  by  the  Sanitary  Assistant  and  the  241  visits 
necessary  are  shown  in  the  table  below: —

PART  VIII  OF  THE  ACT. 

Outwork 

There  are  only  a  few  outworkers  employed  within  the  Borough. 
5  are  engaged  in  the  tailoring  trade  and  one  in  the  manufacture  of  boots 
and  shoes.  There  were  no  cases  of  default  in  sending  lists  to  the  Council 
or  of  instances  of  work  in  unwholesome  premises  and  no  necessity  for 
proceedings  under  Sections  1 10  and  111  of  the  Act. 

Clean  Air  Act,  1956 

During  the  year  213  visits  have  been  made,  a  considerable  number  of 
which  were  in  connection  with  the  measuring  instruments  situated  at 
Grange  High  School,  Newbold-on-Avon.  These  instruments  consist  of  a 
deposit  gauge  which  collects  rain  and  dust  and  grit,  and  a  volumetric 
instrument  which  enables  a  known  quantity  of  air  to  be  drawn  through  a 
filter  paper  and  passed  through  a  wash  bottle  by  means  of  which  a  deter¬ 
mination  can  be  made  of  the  smoke  content  of  the  atmosphere  and  the 
acid  gases  present. 

The  deposit  gauge  bottle  is  changed  once  monthly  but  daily  readings 
are  taken  of  the  volumetric  instrument  when  also  the  filter  papers  are 
changed.  By  titration  with  standard  solutions  the  acidity  of  the  wash 
bottle  contents  is  determined  and  this  is  done  by  selected  scholars  at  the 
Grange  High  School.  The  density  of  the  smoke  stain  on  the  filter  paper 
is  ascertained  by  means  of  a  reflectometer  and  this  is  carried  out  by  the 
Analyst  to  the  Warwickshire  Clean  Air  Council. 

The  results  obtained  over  nearly  three  years  are  beginning  to  show 
some  sort  of  pattern  but  in  order  to  obtain  a  more  precise  determination 
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of  the  sulphur  gases  present,  it  would  seem  desirable  to  instal  a  lead 
peroxide  candle,  which  on  exposure  to  atmosphere  will  absorb  such  gases. 

It  is  appreciated  that  the  co-operation  of  the  Headmaster,  staff  and 
scholars  of  the  Grange  High  School  very  materially  assists  in  the  collection 
of  the  data  now  being  obtained. 

Smoke  observations  on  various  chimneys  showed  that  although  no 
statutory  nuisances  were  being  committed,  improvement  should  be 
possible  and  in  any  case  would  have  to  be  achieved  if  and  when  smoke 
control  areas  are  declared  and  come  into  operation.  Such  improve¬ 
ments  are  being  achieved. 

Canal  Boats 

There  were  no  inspections  during  the  year. 

Shops  Act,  1950 

A  considerable  number  of  visits  were  made  to  shops  for  the  purpose 
of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  but  the  number  made  specifically  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Shops  Act  was  95. 

Three  contraventions  requiring  notices  were  observed. 

Petroleum  Acts 

As  from  1st  January  1960  all  installations  were  required  to  comply 
with  the  requirements  of  the  new  conditions  of  licence.  These  are  based 
on  a  Home  Office  Memorandum  on  the  matter  and  generally  have  in¬ 
volved  the  modernising  of  the  electrical  equipment  of  pumps  and  the 
fitting  of  limiting  devices  to  restrict  the  discharge  to  a  predetermined 
quantity  not  exceeding  1 1  gallons  from  pumps  to  which  the  public  had 
access  and  30  gallons  from  other  pumps. 

The  number  of  visits  necessary  has  increased  to  193  which  has 
included  a  number  of  routine  inspections.  A  number  of  pumps  do  not 
yet  comply  with  the  requirements.

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Housing  Conditions 

The  number  of  complaints  arising  from  housing  conditions  has 
remained  very  nearly  the  same  as  last  year  when  the  figure  then  reached 
showed  a  continued  further  decline  from  that  of  the  year  before.  It  will 
remain  to  be  seen  whether  this  low  figure  will  be  maintained  but  there 
appears  to  be  little  doubt  that  the  considerable  amount  of  repair  work 
carried  out  as  a  consequence  of  action  under  the  Rent  Act  1957  is  largely 
responsible  for  the  reduction  in  complaints  over  the  last  three  years. 

As  indicated  in  the  1958  report,  the  effects  of  the  preparatory  action 
in  that  year  is  reflected  in  this  year’s  report.  During  1959,  two  houses 
belonging  to  the  Corporation  were  certified  as  unfit,  Closing  Orders  in 
respect  of  four  houses  were  made,  and  an  undertaking  accepted  in  respect 
of  one. 

Clearance  Orders  were  made  in  respect  of  36  houses  and  108  houses 
were  included  in  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders.  Confirmation  in  respect 
of  the  Clearance  and  Compulsory  Orders  had  not  been  received  by  the  end 
of  the  year.

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SECTION  E. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 
Meat  Inspection 

Slaughtering  arrangements  at  the  Public  Abattoir  have  remained 
stable  throughout  the  year.  The  Contractor,  who  is  also  a  wholesale 
butcher  acting  as  Agent  for  the  Corporation,  carried  out  the  slaughtering 
of  food  animals  for  himself  and  other  persons.  All  charges  are  collected 
by  the  Corporation  and  payment  is  made  to  the  Contractor  on  a  headage 
basis. 

The  following  tables  will  show  that  the  throughput  of  the  Abattoir 
has  increased  by  roughly  48%  during  the  year,  and  by  about  189%  over 
1955  which  was  the  first  full  year  following  decontrol.  That  there  would 
be  a  further  considerable  increase  seemed  most  unlikely  at  the  end  of  1959. 

There  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  the  weight  of  meat  con¬ 
demned,  but  it  will  be  noted  that  while  the  number  of  cows  slaughtered 
during  the  year  has  nearly  trebled  and  although  there  have  been  more 
condemnations,  the  percentage  in  respect  of  tuberculosis  has  decreased 
by  approximately  a  sixth  in  respect  of  cows,  and  very  slightly  overall. 
Only  3  calves  out  of  a  total  of  1,273  were  found  to  be  affected  with  tuber¬ 
culosis. 

As  in  past  years  all  animals  slaughtered  have  been  inspected. 

Having  regard  to  the  increase  in  throughput  mentioned  above,  the 
total  number  of  animals  having  risen  from  23,260  to  34,524,  and  the 
increase  from  over  19  tons  to  over  33  tons  in  weight  of  meat  condemned 
some  indication  is  given  of  the  added  work  and  responsibility  which  has 
fallen  on  your  Public  Health  Inspectors.

Milk  and  Dairies 

There  are  registered  within  the  Borough  30  distributors  of  milk. 

Licences  have  been  issued  to  use  the  designations  shown  in  respect  of 
the  milk  sold,  and  where  also  shown  to  process  the  milks  as  follows 

15  to  deal  in  milk  designated  “Tuberculin  Tested”. 

4  to  pasteurize  and  deal  in  milk  designated  “Pasteurised”. 

26  to  deal  in  milk  designated  as  “Pasteurised”  or  “Sterilized”. 

In  addition  four  producers  from  outside  the  Borough  and  one  within 
the  Borough  holding  producers’  licences,  retail  milk  designated  as 
“Tuberculin  Tested”.

In  addition  to  the  above  results  6  tuberculosis  and  3  B.  abortus 
inoculation  tests  were  void  due  to  intercurrent  infection  causing  the 
deaths  of  the  guinea  pigs  involved.  Ten  Channel  Island  Milks  were 
reported  as  chemically  satisfactory  and  4  as  unsatisfactory  in  that  they 
were  deficient  in  fat.  Three  of  the  four  unsatisfactory  samples  were  from 
one  source  of  supply  which  immediately  went  out  of  production  on 
receipt  of  reports.  Proceedings  were  instituted  against  the  dealer  of  the 
other  unsatisfactory  sample. 

During  the  year  1 1  methylene  blue  tests  were  declared  void  on  account 
of  atmospheric  shade  temperature  exceeding  65°F. 

Pasteurising  plants,  of  which  there  are  four  in  the  Borough,  are 
visited  frequently,  when  they  are  checked  and  records  examined.  The 
Table  still  shows  too  many  unsatisfactory  results. 

All  plants  operating  are  small  batch  holder  type,  not  in  continuous 
operation,  and,  as  was  commented  upon  last  year,  it  is  questionable 
whether  these,  together  with  the  ancillary  equipment,  can  be  run  either 
efficiently  or  economically. 


Food  Premises 

Although  the  number  of  visits  made  to  food  premises  has  again  fallen, 
this  can  be  the  effect  of  stabilization  after  the  inevitably  increased  activity 
consequent  upon  the  operation  of  the  Food  FTygiene  Regulations,  1955, 
resulting  in  a  considerable  number  of  revisits  being  made,  which  are 
now  not  so  necessary.  The  total  of  visits  this  year  was  1,079  and  the 
considerable  improvement  which  was  achieved  is  being  well  maintained. 
Co-operation  on  the  part  of  occupiers  of  premises  generally  is  very  satis¬ 
factory. 


Icc  Cream 

A  warm  to  hot  summer  produced  the  challenge  as  to  whether  manu¬ 
facturers  and  vendors  could  repeat  last  year’s  achievement  of  100% 
Grade  I  samples.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  they  did  not.  Grade  I  and 
Grade  II  samples  accounted  for  97%  however,  with  3%  (one  sample  in 
fact)  in  Grade  III.  Not  unsatisfactory  considering  the  grading  scheme 
is  undertaken  rather  as  an  advisory  service,  and  in  any  case,  individual 
samples  from  any  source  are  not  considered  apart  from  those  taken 
during  a  period  of  six  months.  On  this  basis  the  results  are  satisfactory. 
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There  are  five  manufacturers  of  ice  cream  registered  in  the  Borough 
of  whom  3  are  using  the  complete  cold  mix  method  of  preparation.  The 
number  of  dealers  registered  has  risen  to  142  of  whom  all  sell  ice  cream 
prepacked  and  4  of  these  also  in  loose  form.  The  majority  obtained  their 
supplies  from  large  manufacturers  outside  the  Borough.  Nine  vendors 
from  neighbouring  towns  sell  ice  cream  in  the  Borough  all  of  whom,  with 
one  exception,  sell  prepacked  ice  cream. 

A  total  of  37  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and  submitted  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Coventry  for  examination  and  provisional 
grading.  The  results  of  those  examinations  are  shown  in  the  following

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SECTION  F. 


PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

There  was  again  no  major  out-break  of  disease  in  the  town  during  the 
year,  although  the  anticipated  increase  in  the  number  of  measles  cases 
was  confirmed,  537  cases  being  notified  during  1959,  compared  with  276 
in  the  previous  year. 

Since  the  poliomyelitis  vaccination  scheme  commenced  in  1956, 
almost  15,000  people  in  the  Borough  had  received  two  injections  of 
vaccine  up  to  the  end  of  1959,  and  of  that  number  nearly  1 1,000  had  been 
given  their  third  injection.  The  scheme  has  now  been  extended  to 
include  all  persons  under  40  years  of  age,  but  the  response  to  date  from 
members  of  the  26 — 40  age  group  has  been  somewhat  disappointing.  It 
is  hoped  that  more  will  come  forward  to  avail  themselves  of  the  pro¬ 
tection  afforded  by  the  vaccine. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  has  been  offered  as  a  routine 
measure  to  school  leavers  and  is  now  being  extended  to  all  children  age 
1 3  years  and  over. 

The  aim  of  the  diphtheria  immunisation  campaign  is  to  secure  the 
immunisation  of  at  least  75%  of  all  babies  before  they  reach  the  age  of 
one  year.  In  this  connection  the  figure  for  Rugby  is  approximately 
36%  which  shows  how  much  more  there  is  to  be  done  in  this  field.  In 
the  0 — 5  years  age  group,  however,  approximately  66%  of  the  children 
have  been  immunised  and  although  this  is  quite  good,  I  would  like  to  see 
this  figure  rise  still  higher  during  the  coming  year.  It  can  be  seen  from 
these  figures  that  while  about  two-thirds  of  the  children  under  5  years 
of  age  are  being  immunised,  a  larger  proportion  of  them  could  be  given 
protection  much  earlier  in  life.
